WORKING GIRLS. 
Young W omen Representing Their Homes 
and Occupations. 
New York, April 17th.—The Working 
Girls’ Convention continued in session to­ 
day. Papers were read by Miss Horner, of 
Montreal, on “The Founding of the Mon­ 
treal Women’s Industrial Society;” by Miss 
Caroline Huling, of Chicago, on ”The 
Woman’s Improvement Association in 
Chicago;” by Mrs. Browning, of Lawrence, 
Mass., on “The Mutual Friend Society of 
Lawrence;” by Miss Graefl, of Philadel­ 
phia, on “The New Century Guild of Phil­ 
adelphia:” by Miss Jarvis, ol Connecticut, 
on "The County Club.” 
Miss Smoot was introduced as a repre­ 
sentative of the Knights of Labor of Wash­ 
ington. She spoke without notes. She 
said she represented 200 iadies, who sent 
greeting to the Convention, and who were 
working to help the working girls in the 
same way as the societies did, and she 
should take back to them many valuable 
ideas gathered during her attendance on 
the Convention. She was heartily ap­ 
plauded. Various matters connected with 
the management of clubs were discussed, 
including the question whether it is well 
to have boys and girls together in the 
junior clubs. Such a club is run in Bos­ 
ton, and Miss Justice, of Boston, reported 
that it is a good idea, as experience has 
demonstrated, It was voted to establish a 
newspaper, to be run in the interest of the 
working girls’ societies. 
The following preamble and resolutions 
were passed: 
Whereas, The Convention realizes the time 
has come for formation and organization; and 
whereas, It la more than ever convinced of the 
need and value of co-operation, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That this Convention recommends 
the formation in the United States of working- 
giris’ societies, whose constitution and by-laws 
shall be presented to each association for ap­ 
proval by committee composed of the First¡Di- 
rectress and the Secretary of each association. 
Resolutions were also adopted favoring 
the appointment of women as Deputy 
Factory Inspectors. 
The Convention closed by a speech from 
Miss Dodge, who said : "This has been the 
first time in history that young women 
representing all sorts of homes and occu­ 
pations have thus met together to discuss 
such topics as we have taken up. We are 
representatives of thousands and thousands 
of other girls and women, from San Fran­ 
cisco to Maine, from Pittsburg to Montreal, 
and upon us rests the responsibility of 
bringing to those who sent ns the ideas and 
impressions that we have gathered.” 


CLEVELAND ON DANA. 
He 
Is a 
Say* the Editor of the “Suu 
Senile Old Liar and Thief. 
New York, April 17th.—The World savs: 
The Sun published a sensational article to 
the effect that ex-President Cleveland was 
undergoing special treatment, invented by 
Dr. Schweninger of Germany, for reducing 
flesh. A reporter called at Cleveland's of­ 
fice yesterday afternoon. 
The ex-President’s appearance certainly 
did not bear out the statement that he is 
rapidly increasing in weight. If anything, 
he weighs less now than when he left the 
White House, and his face has a very 
healthy color. 
“I have not,” said Cleveland, “seen the 
article you refer to. Of course the entire 
thing is a lie without the least pretext to 
excuse it. I judge from what you say that 
the venerable editor of the Sun supposes 
that he has at last hit upon a subject which 
can be used to annoy me. 
“In this he is mistaken. He must be 1i¡b 
own judge of social decency and the pro­ 
prieties. I am not sure that he should, at 
his time of life and in his apparently pe­ 
culiar mental condition, be molested in his 
amusement, bnt the man who invades the 
privacy of the family and indulges in coarse 
and wanton attacks upon private citizens, 
is no better than a highwayman. He 
places himself on the level of the black­ 
guard and his vulgarities can have no 
weight with decent people.” 
Regarding the personal attacks upon 
himself in the columns of the Sun. Cleve­ 
land said that, while he never saw them, 
every time one appeared a dozen cranks, 
more or less, would write to him about it. 
“Whenever I receive these cranks’ let­ 
ters, I know that that senile old liar and 
thief, Dana, has been at it again. That is 
the only way I keep track of his mental 
ravings. His object, I suppose, is to annoy 
me and my friends. 
“There is only one thing,” Cleveland re­ 
sumed, as a tender expression lit up his 
face, “that I care anything about in these 
attacks. They are not confined to myself. 
It seems that the senile Dana does not con­ 
fine his warfare to men. Women are not 
free from his dastardly assaults. Mrs. Cleve­ 
land has not escaped. It is bad enough for 
Dana to print his lying statements regard­ 
ing myself, but it is infinitely more cow­ 
ardly and dastardly for him to include, as 
he has done, my wife in his attacks. Noth­ 
ing could be more contemptible of man­ 
hood.”

GRAND ARMY REUNION. 
Red Hluti Full of Visitors—Receptions 
and Excursions. 
Red B lu ff, April 17th.—Elaborate pre­ 
parations have been made by the local 
committees for entertaining the visiting 
comrades during the G. A. R. Reunion. 
The town has been handsoutely decorated, 
but rain commenced falling this afternoon 
and greatly damaged the outside decora­ 
tions. 
Governor Waterman and hisstafl arrived 
last evening and was given a rousing re­ 
ception by Mansfield" Post, Company D, 
and the citizens. He was escorted to the 
mammoth pavilion and responded briefly 
to an address of welcome by Prof. A. M 
McCoy. 
Delegalions have been arriving all day, 
the first being Winslow Post and Company 
E, accompanied by their band, from Red­ 
ding, who were received by Sherman Post, 
of Oroville, and Mansfield Post and Com­ 
pany D of this place, which was followed 
by a reception and ¡an address of welcome 
by L. V. Hitchcock, in Kingsley’s Opera 
House. 
Governor Waterman and staff occupied 
seats on the stage and California’s Chief 
Executive responded briefly to calls for a 
speech.

Commodore Louis Schwartz, who is said 
to have introduced lager beer into this 
country, died at Elizabeth, N. J., yesterday, 
aged 80 years. 
Hunters have been slaughtering deer for 
their pelts near Lake Clelam. Wash. The 
animals were knocked down with clubs in 
the deep snow.

The riotous coal miners at Ostram, Mora­ 
via, have compelled a complete cessation 
of work. Troops are guarding the houses 
occupied by miners who are willing to 
work. 
Mrs. Carrie Yandegrift, a well-known 
resident ¡of Burlington, N. J., was indicted 
Tuesday on a charge of attempting to poi­ 
son her son, Frank E. Normann, with cro­ 
tón oil. 
The Executive Committee of the United 
Guilds of Berlin requests members of their 
guilds to warn the workmen that if they 
parade on May 1st they may lose their sit­ 
uations. 
Reports from Santa Rosa give indications 
of a heavier fruit crop than ever betoie in 
the history of the county. Peaches, cher­ 
ries, apricots, prunes and berries of all 
kinds will be in abundance. 
Wm. Remlev, a laborer on the Rancho 
Chico, gallantly rescued a little girl from 
drowning tn the swollen Chico creek on 
Wednesday. The girl attemptad to cross 
the frail foot-bridge, lost her balance and 
fell in the rushing waters.

IN THF. SENATE. 
W a sh in g to n, April 17th.—Among the bill, 
introduced in the Senate to-day was one by 
Reagan proposing an ameudment’to the Consti­ 
tution, for the election of senators by tha vote 
ol the people. 
The Senate bill appropriating 820,000 tor the 
improvement ol the military reservation kuowu 
as c-’ort Walla Walla, Wash., was passed. 
Also the House bill for the appoiutmeut of 
John C. Freemont as Major-General o’’ the 
United States Aimy. 
The Honse bill to transfer the revenue cutter 
service from the Treasury to the Navy Depart­ 
ment was taken up 
Sherman opposed the bill, which was laid 
over, and the senate proceeded to consider the 
House joint resolut on for the appointment of 
thirty Medical Examiners for the Pension Bu­ 
reau. without relereuce to the civil service law. 
Faulkner moved to strike out the provision 
taking the appointments Irom the civil service. 
The vote on the motion resulted, ayes IS. noes

THE BIVEH APPROPRIATION THREAT 
ENED. 


The advices from W ashington—unoffi­ 
cial—are discouraging to the friends of the 
Sacramento river. 
It appears, according to 
one correspondent, that 
When the committee confronted the proposi­ 
tion as to whether the Government could pro­ 
ceed to improve the great waterway, hvdraulic 
mining having ceased, after examining' the law 
it was found impossible to m ateauy immediate 
appropriation. In other words, a project must 
hare been examined into by the Engineer’s de­ 
partment under the terms of au Act of Congress 
warranting a survey. Tids, it is claimed by 
members of the committee, precluded any ap­ 
propriation for the advacemeut of the work at 
this time. It was finally decided to submit the 
entire matter to a board of engineers, who are 
authorized to make examinations, surveys, 
map.-* and estimates of cost during the coming 
summer for submi sion to the next Congscss 
The expenses of tnis work are to be paid for out 
of the c mtingcnt fund of SiOO.OW allowed for all 
surveys not specially provided for. 
Assuming this information to be verity, 
this means, then, that nothing will be 
done the present season, and that the 
whole subject will go back into the hands 
of the army engineers, to bide their good 
pleasure in furnishing the next, or some 
other Congress, with the necessary report 
and data upon which legislation may pro­ 
ceed. 
But while the chief river of the 
State is to have no attention save that in­ 
dicated, it appears that less im portant 
navigation interests are fortunate. 
Thus, 
N apa creek is to receive an outlay of 
$10,000; a stream that is related to a 
very lim ited commerce, and the naviga­ 
bility of which exceeds scarcely more than 
a d'-zeu miles or so. 
Redwood creek is 
granted $.8,000, and the San Joatjuin river 
is to have expended upon it the sum of 
$75,000. 
To none of these appropriations, 
however, do the friends of the Sacramento 
liver object. 
It is true th at $14,000 is 
¿.’lowed for a survey of the mouth of the 
Sac ram ento and of Suisun bay, but that 
there was any necessity for such appro­ 
priation w ithout corresponding work to 
prevent the filling of the month of the 
river and the channels of Suisun bay, and 
¿.heir injury by the possible abandonment 
by the river of its old channels, is doubted. 
- >, too, the usual appropriation is made to 
:eep the snag-boat Seizer running, doing 
Tere and there a little nervous and spas­ 
modic work in pulling treo-tops and snags 
from lodgment in the stream. 
B ut this is 
a bagatelle, and has no relation to a thor­ 
ough and systematic treatm ent of the river. 
Oakland harbor is to receive a quarter of 
a million dollars, through the importune? 
of creating th at harbor is secondary to the 
preservation of the navigability of the 
chief stream of the State, and which, as 
established before the House committee, is 
a larger and more im portant river than 
the I otomac and the SuMjuehana com­ 
bined. 


M e have the consolation, however, of 
knowing th a t the $110,000 released by the 
resolution of J a n u a r/ Iasi may still be ap­ 
plied to the repair of the Paine break,and 
the return of the stream to its channel, 
which it is now leaving at the crevasse re­ 
ferred to. 
If this is not done, then no 
hope can be entertained of any benefit ac­ 
cruing to the river by Governmental action 
for the next two or three years. 
But if 
some means could be devised to stim ulate 
the proper departm ent at W ashington o 
order the 1 aine break closed note, nature 
would do an immense work in clearing the 
river and deepening the channel, and thus 
actually save the Government a great out­ 
lay. 
It m ight not be unwise to send on to 
the departm ent a petition strong and urgi nt, 
asking that action be taken at once in this 
m atter while the high waters prevail. 
In 
th e meantim e the hope of bringing upon 
th e assessment rolls of the State of many 
millions of valuable low lands cannot even 
lie entertained, for while the U nited States 
cannot be a'ked to engage in any land re­ 
clamation schemes, the condition of the 
stream over which it has exclusive juris­ 
diction is such th at neither State nor pri­ 
vate enterprise can do anything toward 
reclaim ing river lands until the Uederal 
Governm ent treats the stream for improve­ 
m ent of its navigability. 
But of course 
sucli considerations have no true place in 
the main question—the reclamation of the 
Sacramento river from the threat of perm a­ 
nent im pairm ent than now menaces it. 
\\ bile these discouragements mav well 
nigh paralyze activity by the friends of 
river interests, we should not despair, but 
put for in the best possible efforts to induce 
the engineers to engage prom ptly in the 
new work that it is said Congress will in­ 
struct them to commence. 
To despuir is 
not an American trait of character, much 
less is it the part of Californians. 
< >ur 
people are disposed to make the best of all 
situations, and they will do so in this case. 
They should at once appeal to the chiefs 
of the Engineering D epartm ent to have 
the contemplated 
exam ination of the 
river made with the utmost speed. 
It is 
well known that there is data quite suffi­ 
cient now in the jm.sscssion of the en­ 
gineers tc enable them to advise Congress 
upon the actual necessities of the case. 
1 hey know from their annual exam ina­ 
tion and their fam iliarity with the stream 
during many years, what its general and 
in most part, w hat its detailed condition 
is, and can, with comparatively little other 
field work 
than that already noted in 
th eir Usoks, inform the Government of the 
need for conserving the channels of the 
river, enlarging its exits, and so confining 
its waters as to make them do the greatest 
|K>s-i! ;e scouring. 
The agitation begun in 
the winter should be continued, and the 
organization already effected not allowed 
to disintegrate. 
G reat good can he accom­ 
plished by continuing our apj-eals, for he 
wins who never abandons his cause. 


BETTER HOME ACQUAINTANCE. 


le i in greatest part to the fact th at most 
; attention, not only of strangers but of , _ir 
our own people has been given to more 
southern sections. 
Our own people have, 
in fact, as a mass, but a general and by no 
' means satisfactory knowledge of the ca- 
; pacity of the northern and central sections of 
i California. The suggestion, therefore, of Mr. 
Mills, V ice-President of the State Board 
of Trade, made to th at bodv, th at steps be 
taken to encourage frequent local excur­ 
sions of Californians to the leading sec­ 
tions, th at we may become better acquainted 
with our State, meets w ith wide and gen­ 
eral favor, and the hope may therefore be 
entertained th at such a scheme w ill grow 
into reality. 
W ithin the last few days Mr. H unting­ 
ton, President of the Southern Pacific 
Company, has entered Ujvon a systematic 
visitation of promising sections of the 
State north of the Bay of San Francisco, 
w ith a view of informing him self of the 
capabilities of such regions, and the need 
for the extension of rail lines into all parts 
where there is a reasonable probability 
that the consequent development will re­ 
pay 
the enterprise. 
The result of such 
visitation has been, thus far, to draw out 
expressions of great satisfaction at the 
wonderful fertility of the lesser valleys, 
and of the wisdom of 
tapping them 
by direct 
lines 
for 
the 
transporta­ 
tion of their products to m arket. 
Such 
a policy will in 
turn stim ulate anew 
investm ent 
and 
agricultural 
Industry 
enhance 
values and 
conserve general 
prosperity. 
To this 
announced policy 
of the Southern Pacific 
Company, to 
which its President has given utterance, 
is intim ately related the other proposition 
which our contem porary, the Alta, elabor­ 
ates, to encourage visitations of the peo­ 
ple of the State between the great pro­ 
ducing sections. 
I t is a feasible plan, and 
one th a t we believe will do quite as much 
to promote development as the visits of 
Eastern excursionists. 
The Alta suggests 
that the greater commercial bodies should 
inaugurate such a movement, to bring 
about more intim ate acquaintances be­ 
tween the people of the cities and the 
people of the rural sections. 
Take, for in ­ 
stance, the upper Sacramento valley and 
the foothill regions, and sound the busi­ 
ness men of San Francisco concerning 
their knowledge of the capacities of those 
regions, and it will develop that there is a 
discouraging lack of detailed knowledge of 
such divisions of the State, and that the 
acquaintance between the producers and 
the commercial men is limited to the com­ 
paratively narrow confines of the market 
exchanges of the metrojiolis. For in truth, 
as the Alia forcibly says: 


We know l.odi for its melons, Fresno for its 
raisins. Vaca valley for its stone iruits, Napa, 
Sonoma aud Russian river for their wines, 
Santa < lara valley for its prunes and character­ 
istic fruits, Santa Barbara for its olive oil and 
Los Angeles and San 
Bem-rdino for their 
oranges. But between the people who produce 
aud the merchants who bauale these and the 
collateral trade which they support, there has 
been too little intercourse. The city men need 
to be drawn out of their clubs and the country 
people away from their plows aud packing­ 
houses for a time, to meet and know each other. 
Then each class will better understand the 
enthusiasm of the Eastern visitor who passes 
between city aud country on a tour and sees 
aud likes it all. There is'uo legitimate enter­ 
prise or established business iu the stale that 
would not be bettered bv a freer miugliug of 
the people.

THE SACRAMENTO RIVER. 


P o in ted C om m ents on tlie P ro p o sed Do- 
N othing Policy. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of last even­ 
ing published a pointed editorial from 
which we make the following quotations: 
‘‘The Committee on Rivers and Harbors 
has reported. As usual the Sacramento 
and Feather rivers, the most im portant 
navigable water syetem of California, get 
the go by. The project for the im prove­ 
m ent of those streams is turned over to a 
Board of Uniled States Engineers to de­ 
term ine and report at the next session of 
Congress. A small approprialion is made 
for continuing the work now in progress, 
puiiing up snags, etc. 
The committee can 
always find means to improve lost creeks 
and sink spout drains in Eastern States, for 
tee benefit of corporate and individual in- 
tereals standing behind an active lobby, but 
a work upon which largely depends the 
prosperity of several considerable cities 
and towns, and a great farming population, 
is year after year relegated to the domain 
of a Committee of Investigation. 
It is not 
even certain that the proposed committee 
will not do us more harm than good in 
some respects. 
There is certainly some 
danger of it unless it is tied down closelv 
to its engineering problem. 
“ Last year one of the leading officers of 
the Engineer Corps, who has been con­ 
nected with the work of the department on 
this coast, volunteered the opinion that the 
navigation of the Sacramento river is a 
mat er of less importance than formerly, 
because it is pa:alltied bv railroad lines. 
It is hardly necessary to suggest to Califor- 
niaus the crudity of this opinion. They 
know that from Sacramento to Suisun Bay 
there is a stretch of the richest bottom 
¡and. in the State, cut up into productive 
iritit farms, absolutely dependent upon the 
river for transportation, and upon the pro­ 
per treatm ent of its channel, hanks and 
outlet for safety from inundation. They 
know that along the Sacramento 
and 
heather, above Sacramento city, there are 
miles of sim ilar country, once populated 
and cultivated, now running to waste for 
want of protection Irom flood in winter and 
depth of water for transportation in the 
sum m er and autum n. 
They know that 
the trade of Sacramento, w ith its thirty to 
forty thousand inhabitants, and of the 
sm aller cin-s of Marysville, Colusa, Chico, 
Red Bluff, etc , each with ira thousauds of 
people, is deptived of the competitive ad­ 
vantage which nature gave it by the chok 
irtg of river navigation. 
‘ la the face of these facts an engineer 
office- of high rank goes out of bia legiti­ 
mate wav to belittle the commercial im port­ 
ance of that river system, and no doubt bis 
opinion hss had its influence upon Con­ 
gress 
in 
delaying needed 
action 
If 
another Board of Engineers is to report 
npon ihis subject, let it at least be in ­ 
structed to confine its recommendations to 
the engineering problem, leaving economic 
considerations to those better qualified by 
commercial experience to deal with them. 
“ W hile Congress is pursuing this halting 
policy the river is doing itself serions pres­ 
ent aud greater prospective damage at the 
Paine break, a little below Sacramento, on 
the Yolo side. 
By changing its coutse into 
the tule basin it is piling up a formidable 
bar across its original channel. 
If this is 
allowed logo on. Sacramento and all the 
country above wilt be utterly deprived of 
river communication with the bay. Gov­ 
ernm ent engineers have already reported 
upon the snbj-ct, but no word comes (rom 
W ashington to start the work. 
It would 
seem that there had been enough investi­ 
gation of this whole river matter and that 
the tim e fot action had come. 
“ If another year of examination shall be 
determined upon it may at least be hoped 
that the report will be comprehensive and 
conclusive. It will not be enough to set 
forth the e v il; it should propose a remedy 
—one that will be adequate, by covering 
the whole subject, including the cleaning of 
the channel, the protection of the banks 
and the < pet_ing of the outlet, or the carry­ 
ing off 
surplus w aiter by additional out­ 
lets. 
In the m eantim e som ething should 
be done quickly to insure some limited 
navigable use of the river for the coming 
sum m er, 
"The committee is fairly liberal toward 
other California interests. Oakland har­ 
bor gets $250,0C0, San Diego $50.000 to be­ 
gin a breakwater and Hum boldt Bay $75,­ 
000. 
The Columb a rivet fares weil, and 
, ke.-.’s all it gets. 
We grudge our neighbors 
no needed im provem ent.” 


The San Francisco Alta of yesterday con­ 
tained the following thoughtful editorial: 
The last railroad m ap of California is 
quite a surprise to people who bave not 
remembered the casual notices in the press 
of the extension of railroad lines. Califor­ 
nia was never so easy to travel overas now, 
and it is expected that the Southern Pacific 
Ccmpany is about to actively continue its 
policy of extending lines to regions that 
are capable of development by transporta­ 
tion facilities. 
W. H. Mills has suggested 
to the State Board of Trade the benefit of 
excursion travel between different localities 
in the State, giving Californians a chance 
to look at their own State. 
We bave long 
been of the belief that the Sacramento val­ 
ley, north of a line drawn east and west 
through W oodland, would be urged to en­ 
terprise and to breathe and move like a 
liviDg thing if men could be persuaded to 
inspect what has been done in the San 
Joaquin valley from Lodi south to Bakers­ 
field. The town of Fresno alone has in it 
as m uch inspiration toward material im ­ 
provement as the voice of the prophets of 
old had in the direction of enrichm ent of 
the spirit. 
This is to be a great year, a golden year 
for this State. Authoritative advices from 
every leading fruit district in the East are 
to the effect that cherries aud peaches will 
average there only one-tenth of a full crop. 
W hat this implies for our great variety of 
excellent shipping fruits 
every planter 
knows. The demand will greatly promote 
new plantations, and the place" to locate 
these wili be sought in new regions en­ 
tirely, and that means an inducem ent to 
new lines of railroad to bring the product 
to m arket. 
President H untington and 
other railroad men have recently made a 
tour of some of the developed areas al­ 
ready penetrated by rail, and accepted as a 
revelation the fact that in Vaca va'ley 100 
acres now supplies as m uch tonnage for 
tail shipm ent as the whote vallev did be­ 
fore its transformation and the transfigura­ 
tion of its industries. 
This means the 
other fact that 160 acres there now yields 
as much protit to its owners and employs 
as m uch labor as the whole valley did 
under its old form. 
These are stupendous facts, but they are 
facts which thousands of Californians have 
yet to learn by actual inspection. Eastern 
people came in contact with such facts in 
Southern California and that accounts for 
so m any of them being practically swept off 
their feet in that part of the State. 
W hat 
they saw and knew was in such vivid con­ 
trast to what they had experienced in the 
East that tbeir prudence vanished. 
W ith­ 
out generating a boom, which is most un­ 
desirable, the railroad people, the Boards of 
Trade and local industrial organizations of 
al! sorts should promote au interchange of 
visits between distant communities all over 
the State. 
That excellent organization the 
Grange, or the Patrons of Husbandry, has 
been quietly serving the material fortunes 
of the State in this way for m any years. 
Its various meetings held every year and 
its annual picnics have brought strangers 
together who parted as friends. 
Prim arily 
devised for social intercourse, these assem­ 
blies have spread a knowledge of the Slate 
among-t i's tine rural people. 
A good place to make a beginning would 
be with the Chamber of Commerce in this 
city. 
It would be weil for our great m er­ 
chants and our great farmers, raisin-plant- 
ers and fruit growers to meet and mingle 
in the country. Each class now trusts 
largely to the press for its knowledge of 
the other. Contact in the country, in 
places where orchards and vineyard.?, fields 
and farms, irrigation works, completed or 
progressing, are to be seen, would be of 
great benefit. San Francisco has taken the 
tide of commerce that flows down from the 
valleys and foothills of the State, and be­ 
tween source and destination there has 
been but little acquaintance.

The 
city men need to be drawn cut of their 
clubs and the country people away from 
their plows and packing-honses for a time 
to meet and know each other. Then each 
class will better understand the enthusiasm 
of the Eastern visitor who passes between 
city and country on a tour and sees and 
like3 it all. There is no legitimate enter­ 
prise or established business in the State 
that would not be bettered by a freer m ing­ 
ling of the people. The places that are 
alive with enterprise will be grateful for 
the appreciation of others, and those that 
need the spur of example to urge them to 
awaken will be glad of the tonic that 
changes their condition and contributes to 
their prosperity. 
Provincialism will melt 
away under such contacts. 
The State 
Board of Trade has started this sort of 
ferm ent by compelling its affiliated bodies 
to meet by representatives in its regular 
councils, and the system which it has so 
weil started should stir whole comm unities 
to take a more frcoueut look at the whole 
State.

Sau Joso and Fresno W ant it Bad—The 


Sacram ento Com m itteem en Not 


Troubled About It. 


The local members of the Republican 
State Central Committee seem to feel quite 
sure that Sacramento will win in the strug­ 
gle over the location of the coming State 
Convention. They expect the aid ol the 
extrema southern and northern members 
of the committee, leaving those from the 
counties below Sau Joaquin to divide their 
strength between San Jcse and Fresno, 
both of which are m aking a red-hot fight 
for the prize. 
At the late Republican Convention in 
San Jose a committee consisting of H . V. 
Morehonsa, Jas. R. Lowe, J. C. Black, A. 
E. Mintie, C. M. Shortridge and O. A. H ale 
was appointed to represent San Jose's in­ 
terests at the meeting of the State Central 
Committee. They have sent out circulars 
to every member of the comm ittee asking 
that the State Convenlion be held in San 
Jose. They promise that if the Convention 
is held in their city the committee will be 
“ relieved of the expense necessary to p er 
form the busiuess of the Convention,’’ and 
that the delegates will be royally enter­ 
tained. 
They claim that the holding of 
the Convention there would insure the 
Fifth Congressional District to the party 
and m aterially advance the interest of the 
whole ticket. 
Fresno makes similar claims, and a com­ 
mittee of citizens has issued circulars set­ 
ting forth the advantages possessed by that 
place for the holding of a State Convenlion. 
They also promise to relieve the State 
Committee of the "expense necessary to the 
business ot the Convention,’’ which prob­ 
ably is intended to include hall rent, gas, 
sawdust, etc. 
Committeeman McMullen of this city 
was asked by a Recobd-U niok reporter 
what Eteps, if any, were being taken toward 
securing the Convention for Sacramento, 
and w hether there seemed to beaDV likeli­ 
hood of either San Jose or Fresno beiDg 
selected. 
Mr. McMuiien replied that no 
particular line of action had been planned, 
except that him self and fellow-committee- 
men from this county had consulted with 
the hotel proprietors and oiber3 directly 
interested, looking towards making some 
arrangem ent by which as advantageous 
terms could be offered the committee as 
the other places bad promised. The com­ 
m itteem en from this county, he said, also 
purpose coiDg to San Francisco a few davs 
prior to the meeting of the State Committee 
to work with the country members. 
It would seem that in view of the strenu­ 
ous efforts being put forth by San Jose and 
Fresno, Sacramento should be up and 
doing in the matter. 
It is true, bevond a 
doubt, that most delegates to the State Con­ 
vention would prefer coming to Sacra­ 
m ento rather than to either of the cities 
m entioned. They know that the Capital 
city has better accommodations than any 
other pu.ce outside of San Francisco, and 
is more centrally located, but the delegates 
will have nothing to say in the matter, as 
the committee will settle the matter next 
Wednesday. Hence it behooves our com­ 
mitteemen to be active, and our citizens to 
show a readiness to m ake any necessary 
overtures to the Central Committee.

THE FAIR-PALMER CASE. 


Ju d ge Arm strong H ears P alm er’s P eti­ 
tion for a W rit o f H abeas Corpus 
Most of the tim e of Judge Armstrong's 
Court was taken up yesterday w ith the 
hearing of the m atter of the application 
cf H . J. Palm er for release from the 
obligation imposed upon him by Justice 
Devine to appear for trial on a charge 
of 
embezzlement. 
Palm er is charged 
by 
ex-United 
States 
Senator 
Fair 
with having embezzled $385 received by 
him , while manager of the Reed ranch in 
Yolo, for horses and mules sold. 
H e was 
exam ined some weeks ago in Justice De- 
vine’a Court and held to answer. 
The defense made at the time was that 
Palm er had made various sales of ranch 
products during the m onth the horses 
were sold, am ounting to some $1,500, as 
shown by the books of the ranch, and that 
the money received included the proceeds 
of the sale reterred to. 
The petition for the writ of habeas cor­ 
pus sets forth, among other points, that 
Senator Fair had never demanded a settle­ 
m ent of accounts between Palm er and 
himself, and that therefore there could be 
no embezzlement; that if any crime had 
been committed it was grand larceny; and 
that, whatever it was, it was—if committed 
at all—in Yolo county. 
The further point 
was made that the complaint had been 
amended after the case was called in the 
Justice’s Court. 
Counsel for Palm er also held that it had 
not been shown that the transaction re­ 
ferred to was not covered by the accounts 
of the H am ilton raDch, from which some 
of the horses had been taken, which ac­ 
counts had been closed at the time Palm er 
gave up his stewardship, but which books 
had not been produced in Court at any 
s’age of the proceedings, the plaintiff 
claim ing not to know ot their where­ 
abouts. 
The afternoon was consumed by Mr. 
H inkson, of Palm er’s counsel, in reading 
to the Court the voluminous report of the 
evidence given at the examination, and the 
case went over. 
The prosecution is represented by Chas. 
T. Jones, and the defense by Messrs. H ink­ 
son, Sprague and Gett. 


POLICE COURT. 


Tlie Itu ggles-Jost Labor A gitation Settled 
Satisfactorily. 
The case of A. Zemansky, charged with 
violating the health ordinance, was dis­ 
missed in the Police Court yesterday on 
the filiD g of a stipulation of satisfaction. 
The charge of disturbing the 
peace 
against David M artin was also dismissed. 
In the case of J. D. Jost, charged with 
disturbing the peace of a contractor named 
Ruggles, the latter agreed to have the 
charge dismissed if the defendant would 
promise not to interfere with his (Ruggles’) 
men while they were at work. Jost agreed 
to this and was accordingly discharged. 
Jam es Cornell was found guilty of dis­ 
turbing the peace and will receive sentence 
to-day. 
John Heppv was sent to the County Jail 
for forty days for being a common drunk­ 
ard. 
Frank M urphy was ordered to appear to­ 
day for sentence, being convicted of dis­ 
turbing the peace in cutting off a part of 
the beard of D, McDaniels.

PB0GRESS OF SANITATION, 


Dr. Cluness R eads an Interesting Paper 
to the State M edical Society. 
The Sacramento doctors fared very well 
at the annual election of officers of the 
State Medical Society. W. R. Cluness was 
elected P resident; T. W. H untington was 
elected one of the V ice-Presidents; G. C. 
Simmons, one of the Assistant Secretaries; 
J. H . Parkinson, Treasurer, and W . A. 
Briggs was given a place on the Board ol 
Censors. 
A paper was read by Dr. Cluness, of Sac­ 
ram ento, on the hygiene and the adultera­ 
tion of food and drugs, entitled "Recent 
Progress of Sanitation in California and 
Our Present Sanitary Needs.” After speak­ 
ing of the sanitary needs of the State, Dr. 
Cluness devoted 
his 
attention 
to the 
slaughter-houses of the large cities and the 
cremation of offensive nuisances. H e said : 
"Public abattoirs have always met the 
strenuous opposition of stock dealers and 
butchers, and this is sure to be our experi­ 
ence in California. On the other hand, it 
is fonnd that all will become satisfied with 
the plan when accustomed to it, but it may 
be presumed that the pecuniary gain recon­ 
ciles them to the sanitary supervision 
which they would always like to dispense 
with. This, however, is a feature which 
most concerns consumers, and should de­ 
cide the matter. 
“ The experience of San Francisco within 
the last two years satisfies me that the san­ 
itary reform ought no longer to be post­ 
poned. 
It is the true solution of the whole 
difficulty, and can be effected by the deter­ 
m ined and persistent action of the local 
authorities. This step means war, but it 
cannot long be deferred, and the difficulty 
will only increase by postponement. The 
example, once set by San Francisco, can be 
followed by the other cities with dim in­ 
ished opposition.” 


HELD TO ANSWER. 


Murray, W agner, Em erson 
and A rm ­ 
strong Must Stand Trial. 
Mr. and Mrs. W .O. Armstrong were held 
to answer by Judge Buckley yesterday for 
receiving stolen properly, knowing the 
same to have been stolen. The defendants 
were the parties at whose house W agner, 
M urray and Emerson, the young crooks 
who burglarized several barns in this city, 
had disposed of their goods. 
W hen W agner was placed upon the wit­ 
ness stand he tried to shield Armstrong as 
well as he could, but M urray was out­ 
spoken and told a straightforward storv. 
He said that himself, Emerson and W agner 
had entered as m any as ten barns, but 
found things worth taking in oniy six of 
them . The ygot’most of the goods in the 
Mesick and W ittenbrock barns, and what 
they did not w ant they threw into the 
slough. 
M urray said Arm strong knew 
that the goods he stored for them were 
stolen, and had asked him (M urray) to try 
and get a watch, as he needed one! 
W hen the City Attorney asked Murray 
where he became acquainted with A rm ­ 
strong, the latter objected to the question, 
on the ground that it did not have anything 
to do with the case. 
Mr. H art argued that he intended to 
prove that before any of the thefts took 
place M urray, W agner and Emerson en­ 
tered into an agrém ent with Armstrong 
whereby they would be perm itted to store 
in his house everything they m ight steal. 
Judge Buckley overruled Armstrong's 
objection, and M urray replied that he be­ 
came acquainted with 
him at Folsom 
Prison about five years ago. 
A couple of other vritnesses testified, and 
the defendants were prom ptly held to an­ 
swer before the Superior Court. 


PUNISHED ENOUGH.

H e has served, with 
credits—all of which he has earned—over 
five years, and his conduct in prison has 
been that of an obedient, faithful and 
truly repentant prisoner. H is pardon is 
requested by the jury, by the party injured 
in the assault, by the Mayor and members 
of the City Council of Eureka, Senator 
Frank McGowan, W illiam H. Pratt and 
a large num ber of the prom inent citizens 
of Eureka and vicinity.

STATE M EDICAL SOCIETY. 
T he N ext A nnual C onvention to be H eld 
at Sacram ento. 
Los Akgelks, April ITtla.—In the State 
Mtd.cal Convention to-day a charge was 
brought sgsinst ex-Quaraniine Officer Mc­ 
Allister. ot San Francisco, by Dr. Lawlor, 
his successor, of unprofessional conduct in 
violating the code of medical ethics. Dr. 
Lawlor tiled a large amount of document­ 
ary evidence consisting of correspondence 
with ships' captains. From these it ap­ 
pears that as soon as he retired from 
oltice Dr. McAllister offered to render 
medical services to ships for one-half 
the price they had paid him while he was 
Quarantine Officer. These have always 
been regarded as the Quarantine Officer’s 
perquisites Dr. McAllister is also charged 
with using ihe old letter-heads of the 
quarantine office in his correspondence. 
The charges were referred to the Board of 
Censors. 
The following resolution was introduced 
by Secretary Kerr and passed unanimously: 
Whereas. The Medical Society of the State of 
California- after due consideration, is .satisfied 
that the annual appropriation made to m any of 
the county hospitals in the State Is inadequate 
to efficiently m aintain such institutions, there­ 
fore be it 
Resolved, That the various county medical 
societies shall be requested to investigate the 
hospitals in their respective counties, and use 
every lawful endeavor to have them placed 
upon a solid financial basis. 
Chairman 0. N. Ellicwood, of the Com- 
mi<tee on Medical Jurisprudence followed 
with Lis report. The paper was in sub 
stance a protest against the frequency with 
which reputable physicans are called upon 
to act as defendants in malpractice suits 
which are for most part, it asserted, noth­ 
ing more than blackmail suits or brought 
out of pure maliciousness. 
San Francisco and Sacramento were 
named as the place for holding the next 
session. Sacramento was chosen by a vote 
of 56 to 35. 
The election of officers followed. Bal­ 
lots were east in favor of the following 
gentlemen in offices mentioned, there bel 
ing but ODe nominee: President. W. R. 
ClitDess. Sacramento; First Vice-President, 
W. G. Cochran, Los Anecies; Second Vice­ 
President, Thomas W. Huntington, Sacra­ 
mento; Secretary, W. W. Kerr, San Fran­ 
cisco; Assistant Secretaries — Harry M. 
Sherman. San Francisco, and G. C. Sim­ 
mons, Sacramento. For the office of Treas­ 
urer there were three nominees—Elizabeth 
Follansbee of Los Angeles, James H. Park­ 
inson of Sacramento, and William M. 
Lawler of San Francisco. Out of 65 votes 
cast Dr. Parkinsou received 39, Dr. Lawler 
15, and Dr. Follansbee 11.

O’Connell, Mrs. D. J. Kaplan. 
Laws and Supervision—George G. Vin­ 
cent, O. W. Erlewine, S. American. 
Grand Protector Grant in his report con­ 
gratulated the order upon its prosperity 
notwithstanding adverse circumstances, 
and added: 
"The law eDacted in the Supreme Lodge 
prior to our last session, required persons 
to join the order socially before becoming 
beneficiary members.

Upon the Grand Protector’s recommenda­ 
tion, the Grand Lodge resolved to petition 
the Supreme Lodge, the headquarters of 
which are in Indianapolis, Ind., to re­ 
scind the social membership law and place 
social members on an equality with reg­ 
ular members. 
The recommendations of Grand Secre­ 
tary Carleton that no dispensation for the 
installation ofnew lodges should be granted 
unless there be more than twenty relief 
fund applicants on the petition and that 
liheral inducements be oflereJ to organizers 
were adopted. 
The salary of the Grand Secretary was 
doubled, and $200 was appropriated for the 
traveling expenses of the Grand Protec­ 
tor.A committee of five was appointed to 
draft resolution of condolence with the 
members suffering from the I,ouisville cy­ 
clone. and a committee of three to revise 
the constitution.

Senator Stanford will start for Washing­ 
ton the early part of next week. 
HUNTIKGTOr.’s LETTER. 
S an F rancisco, April 17th.—Great inter­ 
est has been manifested regarding the con­ 
tents of the letter written by C. P. Hunt­ 
ington to Senator Stanford, and which is 
said to have resulted in a reconciliation be­ 
tween them. So many and various have 
been the reports regarding the nature of its 
contents, that it was thought advisable to 
make public the letter in its entirety. It 
was written on the 15th inst., and is as fol­ 
lows : 
Dear Governor: So m any item s m entioning 
your nam e and m ine have lately api>eared in 
the daily papers that some of my friends think 
it would be well for me to w rite you a letter, 
hence this com m unication.

O REGON ITEMS. 
F ifteen H undred W orkm en Out o f E m ­ 
ploym en t in P ortland. 
P ortland, April 17th.—It is estimated 
that at present not less than 1,500 car­ 
penters, painters, plasterers, bricklayers, 
tinners, roofers, in fact workmen of all 
trades, are now out of employment in this 
city, by reason of the “lock-out” declared 
yesterday morning by the Builders’ Union. 
The workmen are simply waiting to learn 
what the builders intend to do, and say 
they will fight it out if it takes all season, 
and that non-union men cannot be had. 
The situation is indeed interesting, and the 
longer it lasts the more critical it will be­ 
come. All building will, of necessity, have 
to stop until the matter is settled, hence the 
blow is at the very vitals of the city. 
Captain John O’Brien, President of the 
Federated Trades, states that if arrange­ 
ments are not perfected within the next 
forty-eight hours, a general strike will oc­ 
cur.Articles incorporating the Oregon Rail­ 
way Company were filed in the office of the 
County Clerk this afternoon by R. Koehler, 
George H. Audrews and W. Á. Crandahl, 
with a capital stock of $3,000,000. The ob­ 
ject of the incorporation is to equip a rail­ 
way from this city or from East Portland 
southerly, on the east side of the Willa­ 
mette river, by way of Silverton, Spring­ 
field and the Middle Fork of the Willamette 
river, to Airlie, in Polk county, and from 
thence southerly by the most piacticable 
route to the south boundary of the State. 


STRIK ING M OLDERS. 
W hat the T alk o f A rbitration A m ounts 
to—V iew s of th e Union. 
S an F rancisco, April 17th.—There is no 
indications of a settlement of the molders’ 
strike by arbitration. Considerable talk on 
that score is being done, but it is not given 
out authoritatively that any such conclu­ 
sion will be reached at present. 
It is stated that an assessment of $10,000 
has been made upon the members of the 
association to vigorously carry out the 
programme that has been outlined, name­ 
ly. of securing non-union molders. 
In conversation with a reporter this af­ 
ternoon. President Valentine of the Union 
staled that none of the Union members had 
mentioned the subject of arbitration, but it 
was suggested that a conference m ight be 
held between the employers and the strik­ 
ing workmen, “As regards the story of 
limitation of work, that we deny; concern­ 
ing the apprentice law, that is'something 
we have no control over, as it is the law of 
the supreme body, and can only be modi- 
ged by that assemblage. 
“As regards the eight hour question, we 
are disposed to act in a courteous manner, 
and, has already been stated, a iriendly 
conterence could be held to ascertain the 
views of each side, and at the same time 
the matter of wages could he regulated. In 
relation to the employers insisting on ten 
hours' work, we will not retreat from the 
stand that we have taken that $3 50 shall 
be paid for a day’s work.” 


TAH O E W ATER. 
The San F rancisco W ater C om m ittee 
C onsiders You Schm idt's F lan . 
S ax F rancisco, April 17th —A meeting 
of the Water Committee of the Supervisors 
was held this afternoon at which Colonel 
A. W. von Schmidt, President of the San 
Francisco and Lake Tahoe Water Com­ 
pany, appeared once again to advocate his 
scheme for bringing in a supply of water 
from Lake Tahoe. 
Colonel von Schmidt explained the 
source of supply, and demonsirated that 
there is no ground for the objection that 
the State of Nevada would interfere with 
the taking of water from Lake Tahoe. If 
his plans were adopted the city could ob­ 
tain IOU.000,000 gallons per day from the 
lake without lowering it ever a foot a year. 
He said he had made all the surveys him­ 
self and knew that the works could be 
built for $15,000,000. He was willing to 
make a contract with the city to deliver the 
water at the bay for that sum, and would 
give ample guarantee bonds. 
Supervisor Wheelan asked of whom the 
company was composed. 
Colonel von Schmidt said that it com­ 
prised A. P. Hotaiing, Robert Simpson, 
Nathaniel Holland, Mr. Breed and himself. 
The men were all responsible. The de­ 
livery of the water at the bay did not in­ 
clude distributing reservoirs, "which would 
cost $3,000,000. This would make the entire 
cost of the works $18,000,000. As his sup­ 
ply would at first be 30,000 000 gallons per 
day, the city would save, at the rates being 
now paid, $750,000 per year. A supply 
equal to that now being obtained would 
etlect a saving of the same proportion, viz., 
50 per cent.

A P assenger T rain's W ild Run on the 
T eharhapi G rade. 
T ehachap i, April 17th —Express No. 20, 
Conductor Fillmore and Engineer Clifford, 
left Tehachapi Station at 6:30 a. m , bound 
north with fourteen cars, consisting of ex­ 
press, baggage, the Pullman sleepers and 
eight coaches and emigrant cars. The en­ 
gineer reports eighty pounds of air when 
be left the station. He soon found that 
the air did not work and that the train was 
beyond his control, and whistled down 
brakes. Conductor Fillmore attempted to 
apply the air but found that it would not 
work. Two men were placed at the hand- 
1 brakes, but the train could not be checked 
in speed, which was still increasing. 
After racing some two miles and a half 
I and when within 200 feet of the point of 
j the old Tehachapi wreck, in a shallow cut, 
, which prevented the cars rolling down the 
' track, the cars left the track, with the ex­ 


ception of the engine, mail, express, bag­ 
gage and one sleeper, which broke loose 
and ran some distance before they could be 
controlled. 
The passengers were not seriously in- 
jurea, exc-pt Mrs. Thompson, a passenger 
from Los Angeles to Denver, who seems to 
have been injured internally.

A n A m ateur D etective at W ork—M ur­ 
dered by a W om an. 
T acoma, April 17th.—In the press re­ 
ports yesterday was a telegram from 
Doylestown, Penn., to the effect that Sbel- 
lenberger, the noted fugitive lawyer of 
that city, had been seen in Tacoma. The 
person who is alleged to have seen him is 
a young man named Howard Fries, who 
hss his eye on the $1,00# reward offered 
for Shellenberger’s arrest, and who wired 
the Doylestown authorities the informa­ 
tion.Telegrams have since been Douring in 
upon Fries from Doylestown, and he is 
acting as an amateur detective on the trail 
of Shellenberger. 
Fries preserves a mysterious silence con­ 
cerning the case. He was in consultation 
with certain of the police authorities of 
Tacoma last night, and at the present time 
is raising a good deal of dust on Shellen­ 
berger’s trail. 
A special from Doyleston savs Shellen­ 
berger is wanted there for forgery. He 
has defrauded the citizens of Bucks county 
out of from $125.000 to $200,000, robbing 
widows and orphans out of every cent they 
had in the world. Even the blind were 
not spared. 
All classes are affected— 
farmers, lawyers, butchers, bakers, hotel 
keepers, tradesmen, bank officers, and even 
servants, suffer alike by the lawyer in 
settling up estates or when acting in some 
merely nominal capacity. He was always 
urging investments. He is now a member 
of the State Board of Charities, as well as a 
Director iu the Bucks County Trust Com­ 
pany.

William Scott, a mulatto, was shot and 
killed a few minutes before noon to-day by 
Mattie Scott, his mistress. Jealousy was 
the cause. For several weeks they have 
been quarreling almost continually.

Later developments haveseemed to confirm 
her suspicions. Scott and the woman came 
here from Duluth last summer, previous to 
which Scott wasemployed at piano-playing 
at Jennie Bates’ in St. Paul.

The C itizens o f San B ernardino W elcom e 
th e P ion eers. 
S an B ern a rd in o, April 17th.—The New 
England Society of California Pioneers ar­ 
rived here this evening at 6 o’clock, four 
hours late, caused by a broken rail on the 
Atlantic and Pacific road, which damaged 
the dining car. A most hearty welcome 
was tendered the pioneers by the society 
here, iive hundred school children were 
in line at the depot, each carrying a bou­ 
quet in their hand, also the Society of Pio­ 
neers, Native Sons and Daughters of the 
Golden West, and about a thousand citi­ 
zens, with the Ninth Regiment band. The 
Native Daughters provided an abundance 
of flowers, including many orange blos­ 
soms, which were presented to the pioneers 
and ladies. 
The speech of welcome was delivered by 
President Bird, 90 years of age. and re­ 
sponded to by Captain Thomas of Boston, 
when an adjournment was taken to the 
Opera House, where a good time was had 
and an interesting programme, consisting 
of addresses, music and poems was ren­ 
dered andold acquaintances renewed. The 
days of '49 were discussed by the old argo­ 
nauts, the reminiscences of the past com­ 
ing back forcibly to their mind. 
The excursion consists of twelve Pull­ 
man vestibule cars, including two dining 
cars, and is well equipped. There are 
about 150 passengers in all, some 60 being 
ladies. When the train arrived in the 
depot it was stormed by hundreds of 
bouquets. The Pioneers were presented 
with a dozen boxes of oranges and a large 
amount of wine. 
The excursion leaves in the morning for 
Riverside and Redlands. The Pioneers 
are loud in tneir exclamations of delight 
and wonder at the remarkable changes in 
the country. The transition from the fa­ 
miliar barren waste of desert in the days of 
49, to the lovely orange groves and vine­ 
yards of to-day is to them like a fairy tale, 
and they are lost in admiration of the 
beauties of the Golden State. 
SUDDEN DEATH. 
^ 8 an B e rn a rd in o , April 17th.—General 
Samuel A . Chapin, one of the New Eng­ 
land pioneers, died of apoplexy, at 9:15 
o'clock to-night at the Opera House, just 
after making a short but very feeling 
speech. General Chapin was one of the 
heroes in the Black Hawk war, was a Cali­ 
fornia pioneer, and served in the war of 
the rebellion. He was enjoying the trip 
greatly, was in excellent health, and an­ 
ticipated a pleasant visit with his daughter 
in San Francisco. He is accompanied by 
his son Samuel A. Chapin, who is con­ 
nected with the Century Company, who 
will have the remains embalmed and taken 
East. General Chapin was 70 years of age, 
and his death was a severe blow to the 
New England pioneers of the excursion.
